This booklet is being published 
by the CANADA ASSISTANCE 
PLAN Directorate in order to clar- 
ify the basis on which welfare 
services are provided by the CAN- 
ADA ASSISTANCE. PLAN, dt is 
intended especially for the use of 
voluntary agencies but will be of 
interest to all persons who may be 
involved in services which would 
improve the quality of life for per- 
sons with low incomes.

WHAT IS 

THE “CANADA 
ASSISTANCE PLAN?” 


The CANADA ASSISTANCE PLAN is the vehicle 
by means of which the federal government shares 
in the costs to provinces and municipalities of as- 
sistance and the improvement of welfare services 
granted to persons who are in need for whatever 
cause. The federal share is 50°/o of designated costs.

FOR WHICH TYPE OF AGENCY 
IS SUPPORT AVAILABLE? 


The CANADA ASSISTANCE PLAN provides for 

federal support of the costs of services provided 

by voluntary agencies where the provincial gov- 

ernment contributes toward such cost. The require- 

ments are based on the CANADA ASSISTANCE 

PLAN Act and Regulations. Agencies for whom 

federal sharing through the provinces can be made 

available are those which: 

a) provide a welfare service (as defined in Sec- 
tion 3) 

b) provide this service directly to clients 

c) are non profit 

d) provide the service to persons “in need” or “likely 
to become in need” if the service were not pro- 
vided. 

e) are nominated by the provincial welfare authority 
for inclusion in the Federal-Provincial Agreement 

f) have at least one employee ordinarily occupied 
on a full time basis in the provision of welfare 
services.

WHAT ARE 
“WELFARE SERVICES?” 


Generally, services are considered which have as 

their objective the lessening, removal or prevention 

of the causes and effects of poverty, child neglect 

or dependence on public assistance: Specifically: 

a) rehabilitation services 

b) casework, counselling, assessment and referral 
services 

c) adoption services 

d) homemaker, day care and similar services 

e) community development services 

f) consulting, research and evaluation services with 
respect to welfare programs

TO WHOM ARE 
WELFARE SERVICES PROVIDED? 


a) those who qualify for assistance on the basis of 
a test of need which takes into account their 
budgetary requirements as well as their income 
and resources, or 

b) children in care or custody or under the control 
or supervision of a child welfare authority, or 

c) foster children, or 

d) persons who do not qualify for assistance but 
who are likely to become persons in need if the 
service were not provided. For example, day care 
services extended to working parents and sub- 
sidized according to a sliding fee scale geared to 
income may be shareable. 


0. 
WHICH COSTS 
ARE COVERED? 


a) only costs financed from provincial and/or muni- 
cipal funds but not costs covered by voluntary 
contributions or fees collected 


b) administrative, program, secretarial costs includ- 
ing staff training which relate to any of the 
services mentioned in Section 3; this could also 
include staff travel expenses and the costs of 
fringe benefits for the staff. Some day care opera- 
tional costs are also shareable.

WHICH SERVICES ARE 
NOT INCLUDED? 


Services that relate wholly or mainly to: 
a) education 
b) corrections 

) care in mental or tuberculosis hospitals 
d) recreation 
e) health care

FOR FURTHER INFORMATION 


Contact the provincial welfare department for infor- 
mation, or to determine whether the agency and 
service would be eligible for provincial support. 
Only if the province is prepared to provide support 
for the services outlined in Section 3, are funds 
available from the CANADA ASSISTANCE PLAN. 


BEFORE PROCEEDING, 
ASK YOURSELF THESE QUESTIONS: 


a) what is the object of the service? 
It must be the lessening, removal, or prevention 
of the causes and effects of poverty, child neglect 
or dependence on public assistance. 

b) What kind of service is it? 
Your type of service should be listed in Section 3 
of this pamphlet. 

c) Under which auspices are you operating? 
The service must be potentially designated as a 
provincially approved agency. It must therefore 
have a meaningful relationship with the provin- 
cial authority. 

d) What is the nature of your clientele? 
The service must be directed towards persons in 
need or likely to become in need if the service is 
not provided. If access to your service is uni- 
versal, arrangements must be made so that federal 
contributions are limited to the clientele defined.
